" A correspondent writes to an ex- 
change protesting against 
the ten- 


dency of people living near the army 
(•amps to ask exhorbitant prices. It 
Is said that $1,000 a 
month was 


asked for a simple house near one 
of these camps, while for others less 
commodious $200 to $500 a month 
was asked. 


There will no doubt be much of 


this thing before the war ends. Many 
of the soldiers of course are wealthy 
and can pay fancy prices to secure 
home comforts. But that will not al- 
ter the principle of the thing. 
As 


soon as tbe government u.is had time 
to get its bia war machine running, 
it is likely "to take hold of condi- 
tions around these camps and regu- 
late them very closely. 


If houses needed for comfort and 


convenience are held at exhorbitant 
prices, the owners may soon 
find 


themsehes minus a house, and in 
the anxious 
position of claimants 


with a lawsuit to fight against the 
United States. 
If near hy farmers 


want too much for supplies, the g<rv 
eminent can easily go ' elsewhere. 
Merchants that put up their prices 
every time they see a soldier will

Aside from that, it is significant of 
the gradual solidifying of the South 
\mcrica-i republics against the cen- 
tral powers, a fact that cannot be 
viewed without concern by economic 
Germany. 


The great continent to the south of 


us was selected by Germany as its 
special field of exploitation and be- 
fore the war German commerce had 
made great progress there. 
Our 


South American neighbors were de- 
cidedly friendly to Germany at the 
beginning of the war. Could they 
have been kept in that attitude they 
would have been a powerful shield 
of Germany against entente plans of 
commercial warfare after a war of 
arms. 
Only 
stupidity 
at 
Berlin 


could have conceived South America 
resentful of the outrageous treat- 
ment Germany has accorded the sev- 
eral proud and independent repub- 
lics there. German ruthlessness ex- 
tended, as in the case of the Lorton.

to offend and madden the self-re- 
specting victims.

Argentina and Peru are on the verge 
of declarations of war. When the 
reckoning conies Germany will be 
compelled to make amends to them 
for injuries from which she gained 
not the slightest advantage.

FEME LEADER 


DIES IN DUBLIN HOSPITAL 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, Sept. 28.—The death in 


Dublin on Wednesday 
of Thomas 


Ashe, a Sinn Feine leader, reported 
to have been due to voluntary starv- 
ation, according to a dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Dublin, has accentu- 
ated painfully the difficulties under- 
lying the surface of Irish politics and 
Sinn Feine opinion is inflamed seri- 
ously. Ashe's body, dressed -in .-.the* 
uniform of the Irish volunteers, lies 
in state in a Dublin hospital 
ana 


there may ba a public funeral 
on 


Sunday. 
It is said that other Sinn 


Feine leaders in the hospital prison 
where Ashe died are in a dangerous 
condition. 


At th,e inquest Thursday into the 


death of Ashe, Professor McMeeney 
testified that the post mortem exam- 
ination, at which several other doc- 
tors were present, showed that Ashe 
did not die of hunger. The body was 
not emaciated and there 
was an 


abundance of food in the 
stomach. 


Death, he said, was due to syncope, 
arising partly from heart 
trouble 


and partly from an intense conges- 
tion of the lungs. Ashe's heart, he 
added, was abnormal and would be 
apt to succumb to any sudden shock 
Or prolonged struggle. 
Dr. McKenna, a hospital surgeon 


testified that Ashe told him after he 
had been fed forcibly on Tuesday, 
that he had collapsed from a fit of 
coughing.

HEFLIN AND NORTON 
SCRAP OVER LOYALTY 


QUESTION IN HOUSE 


Washington, Sept. 28.—The row 


in the house over Representative 
Heflin's charge culminated today in 
a fight between Heflin and Rep«-e- 
sentative Norton, his chief critic. 
Friends soon separated them. 


The climax came at the end of a 


gusty session of the house which 
had "not approved the action of the 
rules committee in refusing to begin 
investigation of Heflin's charges that 
certain congressmen acted suspic- 
iously aboat the time Count con 
Bernstorff was asking his govern- 
ment to authorize the expenditure of 
$50,000 to influence congress. 


Norton, wlio had led the attack on 


Heflin for his charges, had gone over 
to the Democratic side to talk to 
Heflin. The row broke out at once, 
the two men clinched and fell on a 
row of seats, while friends from both 
sides of the hall piled around and 
separated them before blows were 
struck. 


"Did you ever say that I was dis- 


Loyal?" Norton asked Heflin. 


"No," 
Heflin replied. 


Norton then made 
seme remark 


about his being as loyal as any one 
in the house and Heflin told him to 
go away. 


"You get out of here," Heflin is 


reported to have said, starting to 
rise in his seat. 
Norton stood still, 


whilp Heflin sprang up and grasped 
Norton by the coat lapels. The two 
men grappled for a 
moment 
and 


then fell over with Norton on top. 


Immediately the house was in an 


uproar. 
Speaker Clark banged for 


order while members leaped 
over 


seats and down aisles to reach the 
struggling men. 
The 
sergeant-at- 


arms hurriedly erasping the mace, 
his badsre of authority, ran towards 
ths 
combatants. Disorder reigned 


in the galleries where people rose 
from their seats and rushed to the 
rail to see into the pit of the house. 


Friends separated the men with- 


out much difficulty and led them to 
the cloak room. The only marks of 
combat showed on Norton's white 
collar and Heflin's usually immacu- 
late white shirt front.

JELL Y-MA KING. 


Two requirements for the process 


of 'jelly-making are the presence of j 
acid and pectin in the fruit juice.' 
Some fruits naturally have too little 
acid, but, if they have pectin, some 
other acid fruit juice may be added. 
Fruits for jelly-making should be 
gathered while a little underripe. I 
Pectin is naturally abundant in 
some fruits and lacking in other. It 
is a good plan to test the fruit juice 
to determine its amount of pectin. 
This may be done by adding to one* 
tablespoon of the juice, extracted by j 
cooking, one tablespoon of grain al-j 
cohol. 
Mix in a glass, let stand a 


few minutes and note the amount of j 
jellylike material which Kettles at 
the bottom. 
Hy performing this' 


test along with a test of a juice] 
which is known lo yield good jelly j 
and comparing the relative amounts < 
of pectin, it is possible to determine j 
the jelly-making quality of an un-! 
known juice. The white inner skin j 
of lemon and orange-peel contains 
considerable perl in which may he ex- 
tracted and added to fruit juices 
which are deficient in it.

gent to arrive in France act as in- 
structors to troops arriving later has 
been begun. Officers schools are be- 
ing organized in many different lo- 
calities and scores of officers are be- 
ing taken from line regiments of the 
first contingent to 
conduct 
them.

ommended by the Station now. 


Quotations on fertilizers sold in 


Ohio today show that potash sells for 
about 60 cents a pound, or f 600 per 
ton for muriate potash. Before the 
war (his material cost 150 a ton or 
less. Even at this former price its 
use has been profitable in 
Experi- 


ment Station tests only on the most 
exhausted soils. While nitrogen has 
produced slightly larger crops, its 
use this year is doubtful because it 
has almost doubled in price.
